A F AM-lCY. — Ottr very abl" corre-ipond- 
ect “L." says in tbe letter of his ahich we 
published yesterday: 

Now we need a far greater volume of - 
currency in this country than we have 
ever had. We need enough to bring down 
the rate of interest for money as low as 
it is in Europe, so that farmers and mun- 
ufsciurers can make long loans at low 
rates of interest. We could never have 
this before, because the banks could not ! 
give it witisout too great risk. The people 
could not be brought to have as much eon- 
Jidenre in banks os they can be in their 1 
government, so that they were liable to 
get into a panic and run in their notes for 
redemption when the banks were net fully 
prepared, and down they would go. It 
can never be so with the government pa- 
pe. . if the matter is not wretchedly man- 
aged at the Treasury. Treasury notes 
have the whole people of tbe nqEion for j 
feeuritv; bank notes no security what- \ 
ever. The nation canuot be broken, as I 
we have recently seen, but banks are | 
breakir g almost daily. Greenbacks ara a 
legal tender for debts; bank notes are not. | 
J.et us have enough greenbacks — no j 
half-way measures. Provide that no 
holder of these notes shall suffer loss or | 
unnecessary delay in obtaining such coin 
as he may have need for at par. and it j 
will not be in the power of all the Jews 
and Gentiles in the world to keep gold 
far above par, no matter what amount of 
greenbacks are afloat Issue them enough 1 
to brmg down the rate of interest on 
money from three to four per cent, as in 1 
Europe — three hundred or one thousand 
millions — but be sure to have enough. 

Our correspondent, it will be remarked, 
assnmes that the rate of interest necessa- 
rily depends on the quantity of the money 
in circulation, bat this assumption is fal- 
lacious. The increase of the quantity of 
money correspondingly diminishes tbe | 
v^lue, leaving the relation of money to 1 
money unchanged. The thing is as broad 1 
as it is long. It has in itself no effect 
whatever on the rate of interest, which 
; depends on the demand aud supply ol 
j loans. The rate of interest is strictly a 
question of demand and supply. It is 
true, the increase of the currency, when 
1 the currency consists of baDk notes, coin- 
I cides or nearly coincides with the increase 
' ol loans; bnt this coincidence is accident- 
al, arising purely from the fact that bank 
notes are nearly all issued as loans. The 
coincidence does not exist ic the case of 
j government notes like the greenbacks, 
i which, being issued in payment of the or- 
dinary expenses of the government, have 
no neceesary effect on the rate of interest. 
Iu this matter our correspondent is alto- 
gether wrong. We are a little surprised 
that so thoughtful and intelligent a writer 
on fiuauce has overlooked the point. 

It of course does not follow that our 
correspondent is altogether wrong iu his 
conclusion that the volume of the curren- 
cy is deficient. It follows simply that he 
tests its deficiency by a test which is alto- 
gether wrong. Whether or not the cur- 
rency may be safely expanded is a ques- 
tion which rem&ics untouched.

SPECIAL REPORT OF TDK SUPER- 
INTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUC- 
TION. 

To hi* Excellency John IF. Stevenson, 

Governor oj the Commanicealth oj \ 

Kentucky : 

Sir: The Superintendent of Public In- ! 
st ruction neks of your Excellency that 
you make certain recommendations to the 
Legislature iu your forthcoming message 
for tbe benefit of the eonimon school sys- 
tem of Kentucky, and as a basis and pb-a 
for the same submits the following consid- 
erations : 

Our common school system was inauga- 
rtied under act of the Legislature nearly 
thirty years ago. It e.iabii.hed with 
the object nml hope on the part of its 
projectors at-d fiiendi of becoming able 
in afewyears to tupply the means and 
: epportunitu s cl elementary education to 
evvry child within the State. Bui nn-J, i- 
tbe inauspicious logi dative policies which 
have succeeded to the present time, ir re- 
mains to-day incompetent and disable 1 
bn this great tu ssion, and, indeed, but 
li'.tlcd advanced, copip iralively, in the 
adequacy of its means or th ‘ excellent-: 
ot its organization from its first condition 
of a mere experim»nr. 'I nis incomplete 
ai.d inefficient condition seems tbe less 
de!en.sible in contrast with the evident 
progress and improvement m ole in the 
eystc-n:s of popular free education of eom.-) 
ot the neighboring States aud by Mime of 
the nations of Europe within the last 
thirty years. 

In the creation and nurture of this new, 
powerful, and refining agent of modem 
civilization, universal education under 
State patronage, which, born of the pres- 
ent century, hns given it prominence and 
renown overall the past, iu popular en- 
lightenment, intellectual development, in- j 
ventive results, material euterprise and 
prosperity, aud iu all that promotes the 
interest aud dignity of the body-politic or 
the importance of the individual citizen, 
Kentucky has persistently waived all op- 
portunity to share the honors of pioneer- 
ship witti her more liberal and progressive 
cotemporarics. Nor can we compliment 
the sagacity of tier statesmanship with i 
having profited by those experiments of 
other governments, which, however crude ! 
and costly they may have been as first at- j 
tempts in a new aud unexplored field of 1 
public policy, have resulted in bestowing 
the most valuable advantages upon their 
populations, aud in winning for them ad- 
j vaneed positions in measures of social 
and civil reform. It is with no feelings 
of satisfaction that, in plea of reform, the 
friends of education are compelled to point 
io the milestones of progress which mark 
the periods of development of tbe systems 
of neighboring States, as the finger-boards 
to guide us from our condition of sluggish 
indifference and enfeebliug neglect, to a 
position more in harmony with the char- 
acter of the age, of which we claim to be a 
representative people. 

J indulge the hope that a new era of 
liberal and vigorous euterprise will be 
ushered in under the auspices and 
encouragement of the administration 
of your Excellency; and that, 
under the patronage of such a State poli- 
cy, our public school system may be fully 
equipped and commissioned to bear the 
blessings of education to the doors of 
every bumble eabin, as well as to every 
homo_ of affluence, within our beloved 
| Commonwealth; and that educational 
opportunities may be as (fee and universal 
to our children as God has made the air 
we hreatheto all mankind. 

The interest on the school fund of 
$1,400,270, and the school tax of five cents 
on the one hundred dollars, together with 
some inconsiderable amounts from a dog- 
tax, fines and forfeitures from gambling, 
some bank taxes. Ac., produced a net rev- ( 
enue of $202,522,76, for the benefit of free | 
schools in 1866, while there were reported j 
349,313 children between six and twenty 
years of age, within the State; thus divid- 
ingeigbty cents to each child of pupil age, 
in support of three months’ tuition. In 
1865, eighty-six cents was distributed, 
per capita; and in 1864, ninety-one 
cents. This decrease from year to year 
is obviously explained in the fact that the 
numbt r|of children is annually incrcas- 
ing. while no provision exists for a cor- ! 
responding increase of means with which 1 
to educate them. In lti.56-7 aud ’8, one 
dollar and twenty cents was distributed, J 
per capita, the maximum amount reached 
during the operation of the system. By 
the present ratio of decrease the distribut- | 
able share must run down to sixty or j 
i seventy cents by the year 1870. I sin- ^ 
cerely pray that the credit of the present 
administration may escape tbe imputation 
of suffering so vital and important an in- 
terest to continue to rot down under our j 
fatal policy of stagnation. In adopting a 
free school system under the patronage of 
State aid, it is the professed iutTOtioa to , 
provide a sufficiency of mear.3 to extend 
its benefits to every district of the State. 1 
In view of this most evident proposition, j 
the question to be decided is, not whether | 
a tax of ten, twenty, or forty cents will be j 
most popular, but what amount of lax is 
necessity to accomplish the purpose, de- j 
sired. 

After a full survey of the premises and j 
a careful study of the wants of Kentucky, 
j my estimate is that an additional tax of 
| filter m ceuts on the one hundred dollars 
i is necessary as the basis of an effective 
: and vigorous system, that will guarantee 
' a free school for five months in each year, 
iu every district — the shortest time for 
which tuition should be given, to educate 
the masses for good practical results. 
The present tax of five cents produces 
about $!:-.), 000. Fifteen cents additional 
tax wonid increase the emount to $7 tO,- 
000. Estimating the schooi revenues : 
from all other sources at $90,000, would 
give an aggregate of $830,000, to be annu- ; 
ally distributed from the State Treasury 
for free school purposes, or alnut two dol- 
lars and thirty seven cents per capita, \ 
supposing there are 350,000 children lo be 
schooled. A proper re-districting of tl;p | 
State will leave but few, if any, districts 
with less than forty children as the rniui- 
mum, and one hundred as the maximum 
number, of pupil ages. The amounts to | 
be distributed, therefore, to the various J 
country districts, would range from ! 
$95 to $237. Supposing that the 
more populous districts employ two 
teachers for each school, this estimats 
will give from nineteen to twenty-five dol- 
lars per month towards tbe wages of 
leacbers; or from one-half to three-tonrths 
of the full amounts required, estimatiug 
tbe salaries paid at from twenty-liva to 
titty dollars per month. 1 would recom- 
mend that the balance of salaries, rang- 
ing from one-fourth to one-hall' the 
amount* thus estimated, be required front 
the people of the district by local taxa- 
tion; or substitute voluntary subscrip 
tion, if preferred. The law should pro- 
vide for the assessment of a local school 
tsx at the option of the people of each 
district, not exceeding twenty cents on 
the one hundred dollars, to be used in co- 
operation with the State funds; thus 
guaranteeing five months’ free school, aud 
securing the use of the distributable share 
of tbe State funds for the benefit of the 
district; and no district should be 
allowed to draw its quota from the State 
Treasury unless it thus provides by local 
liberality and enterprise to contiuue the 
school open and free to all for not less 
than five months of the year. Such is a 
feature iu the school law of illinois; and 
so admirable has been its effects that 
ninety-one per cent, of the school districts 
of that State kept open free schools for an 
average of six and oue half months in 
the years 1865 and 1866. The importance 
of the Slate funds to the district, and the 
apprehended contingency of its total loss, 
operate us a powerful stimulant to urge 
vigorous measures for the organization of 
the requisite school and the additional 
means. Such provision of means, with a 
well-iidju.-ted and ably administ red school 
law, will kindle au enthusiasm for educa- 
tion among the people of our beloved 
Commonwealth such as never inspired 
them before; and will result in establish- 
ing elementary schoolsof excellent char- 
acter in every neighborhood of the State, 
besides grade and high schools at all cen- 
tra! points. 

The present local tax of five cents, al- 
lowed by the optional vote of the dis- 
tricts, is too insignificant to create an in- 
terest or justify an effort. Iu many dis- 
tricts it v..n!d riot produce twenty dollars, 
and consequently fails, as a remedy, to 
accomplish any practical reiulta. lhe 
districts which have availed themselves 



of the law are so few that they are scarce- 
ly worthy of mention. Our ill-starred 
system can uever be galvanized into vig- 
oroua life and uealhful vital functions, 
with scant nourishment from the Staid 
Treasury, a mere show of local taxation, 
and administered in its details by subor- | 
diiiute county officers, who are allowed I 
less than will pay for ordinary traveling | 
expenses. It may wear the hectic hue of i 
lite under the bolstering and nursing of I 
its generous friends, but it only lives in 
ita teebleness and impotency to illustrate 
w hat grand results might be accomplished 
with a full endowment of means. I beg 
here to introduce an abstract statement 
of the resources and operations of a well- 
organized and fuliy-equipped State sys- ’ 
lein, as illustrative of what Kentucky can 
do, and ought do. I select the State of 
Illinois from many similar examples 1 
fore me, because it is a neighboring Wes- 
tern State, und has been a sovereign on- 
munity but about half the time ot Ken- 
tucky.

for the same yr ar. There were 9,9 15 schools, 
attended by 61 1, 659 pupils, kept open an i 
free for the average time of six and one 
half months; and of these, there were an 
average of six grade schools to each 
county. In Kentucky, 1,1s;) free schools 
were taught three months, and were at- 
tended by 159,123 pupils, but none of them 
were graded schools, outside of the largest 
citiea Under the patronage of aud as an 
appendix to the system of Illinois, a corps 
of 17,279 professional teachers have been 
trained up through normal discipline to 
supply the public schools from the ranks 
oi the resident population, and identified 
wilh it in interests, sympathies, and as- 
sociations. In Kentucky, our teachers 
are without. the lineage of normal descent; 
am), generally, without the heritage of 
permanent aud reliable patronage. In 
Illinois there were but 610 private schools 
in 1866, about six per cent of the entire 
number taught; arid these were attended 
by only 20,907 pupils, a little over three 
per cent, oi the entire number at school. 
Thus the free schools of the Slate have 
nearly supplanted and absorbed the pri- 
vate schools, by their ample accommoda- 
tions and superior instructive merit; aud 
thereby saved the irregular, costly, and 
unreliable outlays ef money always inci- 
dental to private educational enterprise. 
Some are ready to say, “Kentucky can 
never assume so great a burden as this, 
involving so large an expenditure of 
means!" She has already assumed it, 
and borne it for years. In proportion to 
population, education, public and private, 
costs her people' as much as it coi»a 
tbe people of Illinois. With the for- 
mer it is mostly reserved for the bene- 
fit of the fortunate few, in tuition 
fees of twenty, forty, fifty, and one hun- 
dred dollars each. With the latter, it is 
wisely husbanded and dispensed under an 
economic system, for the benefit of the 
entire aiass. To sum up the results : Illi- 
nois is furnishing education, under skilled 
professional teachers, at less than six dol- 
lars for a term of six an^ahalf months, to 
all her children, superior to that which 
costs us five and ten times as mni-h, an 
tier our arrangements for private school- 
ing. The experiments ot other States 
have also demonstrated, that, under an 
economic public system, universal educa- 
tion can be supplied the children of a 
State for less menus than would be spent 
in private tuition fees upon one half of 
them. If, in perfecting our State system, 
the tuition-payer is simply converted into 
a tax-pay er, and all are benefited instead 
of the few, without additional expense, 
why should there be delay or opposition to 
so wise a measure? There will never be 
a better time for Kentucky to act than 
now.

ou this subject. The first school tax of 
two cents was voted by a majority Of 
36,882; and in 1855, the people voted to 
increase this to five cents by u majority of 
57,980. I believe them to be as ready to- 
day to vote a tax of twenty cents tor a 
grand and final consummation, a; they 
then were to vote five cents for a trial ex- 
periment Often and emphatically has 
the seutiment been uttered, in recent in- 
tercourse and discussion with the peo 
pie, "the Public School System should be 
tinkered no longer; let the Legislature 
abolish it, or supply it with means suffi 
tienl to make it a great practical and gen- 
eral benefit to all alike!” From our 
County Commissioners 9 T *r half the Siate, 
voluntary testimony is borne, from time 
to time, of the same tenor. 

Are the people prepared for the tax ' 

Jiever before Lave they been so well 
prepared. By the successful operation of 
the Sinking Fund, the State is nearly 
freed from uebt, and has assets ample to 
meet all li abilities at maturity. To ac- 
c< mplirh this result, the people bore for a 
series of years a tax of forty cents, even 
without abatement duringthe anarchy and 
distress of years of civil war. The eud at- 
tained, last winter the Legislature reduced 
this tax to thirty cents, five of which was 
for school purposes. Now, fifteen cents 
additional will make the total forty-live 
cents, aud give the desired twenty cents 
for school revenue. Our easy finances 
may admit of a further reduction of five 
cen's, which wouid gi T * oar schools twenty 
cents, with the *ame total of forty cents, 
to which we have been accustomed so 
long. This is light taxation indeed, with 
the prospect of such grand results; and 
especially, compared with the one hundred 
and one hundred and fifty cents paid by 
tbe people of some neighboring States. 
But I have shown how its costs will be 
compensated iu the saving of tuition, etc., 
and that, while it will confer an inesti- 
mable public benefit, it will really be no 
burden to the great mass of our citizens. 

The injustice, as well as the impolicy, 
of a partial and defective system, the ben- 
efits of which are available to kss than 
one half the population, while all share 
elike the burden of taxation, is most obvi- 
ous. If all are taxed, it should be to an 
extent that will guarantee to all alike, as 
nearly as practicable, the fruits of such 
taxation. * 

Our School System needs remodeling 
throughout, on tbe basis of modern re- 
forms which have been fully tested and 
approved by practical experience. It is 
net necessary or proper that I should here 
formally present a plan, but will simply 
reftr to some of the leading defects of the 
present system, arid suggest some outline 
features of a needed revision. Such re- 
vision could not be properly matured and 
perfected for adoption before the next 
meeting of the Legislature; for which 
work I trust the Legislature, during the 
session at hand, will make suitable pro- 
vision, in conjunction with the proposed 
increase of tax. The remedies and 
changes needed are — 

1st. The character and qualifications of 
County Commissioners should he more 
strictly guarded, their duties and responsi- 
bilities made more impressive, anil an ade- 
quate compensation provided and paid for 
their official services. Reason and expe- 
rience teach the impracticability of ad- 
ministering the local details of so vast and 
complex a system with vigor and success, 
without competent and reliable local 
agents. The county official representa- 
tive is justly described by an able State Su- 
perintendent to be “the right arm of power 
to the system." The position should be 
made to command first-class men. His 
legitimate functions are not simply those 
of statistical reporter and financial agent, 
but to superintend the districts, 'organize 
the schools, visit and inspect the same, 
lecture upon the importance of them, mix 
and counsel with the parents in public 
and nt their homes, examine and certify 
teachers, conduct teachers institutes, ad- 
just difficulties, encourage educational in- 
terest, provide teachers, and do all in his 
power tor the promotion of education. If 
ComptteDt and faithful, the county super- 
intendent will revolutionize his county in 
n year or two, and briug it in complete 
ai d active Laimor.y with the general says 

* RTfl 

2d Thfrr- should he provisions made to 
rear up a a corps of professional trained 
teachers from our own population, for the 
supply ol ihe public schools. The neglect 



o r this essential feature ol a State system 
is seriously felt, both in regard to quantity 
and quality uf teachers, by us. It would 
( pen a uselul and an honorable field of in- 
dustry to seven or eight thousand young 
men and women of our State, who, as a 
resident and professional class of enlight- 
ened educators, would become a valuable 
ami powerful agency towards the advance- 
ment ot our social, civil, and material 
interests aud institutions; while the wages 
paid them, being residents, would be 
nothing lost to the aggregate wealth of the 
body-politic. , 

3d. The promotion of an educational 
literature. While this is held to be an 
aitive and p.owerful stimulus to education- 
al interest and enterprise, we are utterly 
destitute of any such agency. We need 
an educational journal— which should be 
nearly, it not quite, self supporting, the 
establishment of district libraries; the in- 
troduction of books upon the science and 
art of teaching, popular lectures, Ac. The 
State could do much to accomplish these 
ends without additional cost to its Treas- 
ury. by proper legislation. 

I:h. More effective legislation looking 
to the organization and support of grade 
ct:d high schools in our towns and popu- 
lous centers. Our present law simply 
permits this, bat enjoins no decisive or 
definite measures upon tbe local authori- 
ties to accomplish it There should be a 
free grade-school in every village-district 
of one hundred and fifty children, and an 
additional tree high school department 
in every town-district of two hundred chil- 
dren. 

5th. We should endeavor to have a uni- 
formity of text-books. The great variety 
and frequent changes of those now in 
use have become a costly and serious evil, 
under cur unprotected system. 

6th. The reconstruction of our district 
organizations upon the plan of consolida- 
tion. This has been done by the most of 
the States north of ns, under the style of 
the Township System. Each township of 
six miles square embraces one district, 
all the schools of which are under one 
board ot trustees. It is simply adopting 
for the country tbe same kind of organ- 
ization that controls the free schools of 
cities, and is done to simplify and ener- 
gize the local operations of the system, 
by getting rid of three fourths of its of- 
ficial machinery, and securing a better 
selection of managers. It is the popular 
plan with those States which have tried 
it, and doubtless possesses superior merit. 

I recommend it only suggestively, for 
roaturer consideration as to practical 
adnptativeness to onr own State. 

We want throughout the towns and 
country of Kentucky, to accomplish for 
free education the same grand aud noble 
results which have been accomplished in 
Louisville, Covington, and other cities of 
our own State, aud what has been success- 
fully accomplished in town and country 
in other States — schools ample enough for 
all, and good enough for all. I feel as- 
sured that the generous heart of your Flx- 
cellency responds to the sentiment, as I 
feel assured that it finds an echo in the 
popular heart of the million, of whom yon 
stand to-day the representative head; and 
wilh your indorsement of this imperfect 
plea. I shall confidently hope that our no- 
ble body of Legislators, tried in the fiery 
ordeai of the past few years, inspired with 
liberal and philanthropic spirit, and 
guided by wise statesmanship, will con- 
summate the work of popular educational 
reform for our people, who have ao long, 
but so vainly, looked for this desired event. 

Already, many of oar sturdy and in- 
dustrious yeomanry, feeling that their 
children were doomed to ignorance and 
obscurity in Kentucky, while open and 
free education offered the rewards of in- 
telligence, enterprise, and progress to 
them in other States, have turned their 
back* upon their old homes, and emigrated 
among the strangers of a distant land; 
and we will plead in vain for foreign sup- 
plies of labor to till our neglected farms, 
while the agents of other States are able 
to hold out the tempting bonus of one 
hundred dollars’ worth of education per 
annum against our meagerness and desti- 
tution. A man's children are his hope, 
his pride, his all! For them he lives, 
labors, and sacrifices. Open to the poor 
man tbe prospect of the advancement, 
culture, and elevation of his children, and 
he will hazard all else for the attainment 
of these. Popular education would seem 
to be a necessity to a republican govern- 
ment. The people are tho depository of 
sovereign power, and create its institu- 
tions and its officials Jiy the exercise of 
their suffrage. If the character of the 
government depends on the wisdom with 
which tbe suffirage privilege is used, it is 
of paramount importance to the security 
o! our lives, liberties, and property, that 
the people should be enlightened aud in- 
telligent as sovereign electors; and to 
this end the government should provide 
ample means. 

Nor is the argument ot economy and 
utility exhausted. Skilled and educated 
labor rapidly enhances iu productive value 
over that of crude ignorance; and it may 
be safely estimated that every educated 
laborer increases his industrial capacity 
two-loM, and thus becomes doably valua- 
ble to tne body politic. If education of 
the musses promotes ami fosters general 
intelligence, enterprise, skilled labor, and 
profperons independence, and abates 
crime and pauperum, as is ably and con- 
clusively argued from the grounds of 
reason and experience, its advantages to 
the mere material wealth of a government 
are incalculable. Patronized with a lib- 
eral confidence, as the energizing agent 
of modern civilization, its magie 
power awakens intellectual activity, 
i" ventive genius, speculative enter- 
prise, physical science, aad art, and 
experimental and practical industry, out 
of which are born our railroads, tele- 
graphs, navigation, commerce, manufac- 
tures, and other institutions and elements 
of material growth and greatness, so es- 
sential to social and civil development, as 
well as material prosperity. The path of 
interest, honor, and duty lies before us, 
evident and well-defined; and in such an 
era of progress and reform, of enlighten- ! 
ed and refined sentiment, aud of material 
anu national development, the character 
and reputation of our beloved and grand 
old Commonwealth cannot afford to lie un- 
der the paralysis of stagnation longer, 
whilst the living policy ot progress is in 
force on every hand around. 

To those nations which have wooed and 
won her smiles education has brought the 
heritage of glory, renown, power, wealth, 
enterprise, enlightenment, culture, refine- 
ment, aud all that contributes to the en- 
riching, ennobling, and elevating of hu- i 
inanity. To those which have slighted its : 
patronage aad caresses there has come 1 
the heritage of degradation, obscurity, | 
weakr.e*s, poverty, stagnation, ignorance, 
and all that brutalizes human nature and 
reduces man to barbarism. The United 
States, England, France, Prussia, and 
Germany are examples of the favoritism 
of this queenly benefactress, whilst the 
fates of Mexico, Spain, Turkey, and Egypt 
illustrate the evils which have befallen 
those whom the inspiration of her love 
has never touched. 

I close the argument with tbe prayer, 
that the present guardians of Keutucky 
interests and honor may at once advance 
l heir parent Commonwealth in the ranks 
of educational reform, where she has ever 
stood in the field aud in the forum, first 
among equals.

REPORT OF THE ACTING COM MISS 
lONEK OF AGRICULTURE. 

John TV. Stokes, Esq , Acting Commiss- 
ioner of Agriculture, in his report, ex- 
presses the wish that Congress will devia* 
some plan for facilitating the early con- 
struction of a ship canal for the transpor- 
tation of Western products from the lakes 
to the oopm, or for the building of a 
double trucS railway, open to all, for- 
warding on equal terms, and supported 
fcy^ an equitable system of tolls. 

lhe wool growing interest, involving a 
capital ot hundreds of millions, aad under- 
lying the prosperity of American agricul- 
ture in a degree scarcely appreciated by 
farmers themselves, has been saved from 
threatened annihilation by the action of 
Congress ii\ placing a*duty upon the for- 
eign article equivalent to tne fhternal 
taxation endured by tbe wool growers. 

1 he unsettled condition of industry of 
the Southern States requires the encoura- 
ging aid and friendly recognition of tbe 
government to restore the people to a 
state ot prosperity and self-reliance, ao 
essential to the development of the great 
resources of that section. 

He advocates that the cotton tax be 
rescinded, as it is disastrous and disheart- 
ening in the extreme 

'4 he introduction of Asiatics for cotton 
production is to be deprecated. Such la- 
bor is unskilled, aud far inferior to negro 
labor, and will add to the complications 
produced by the jealousies and prejudices 
of rnces widely differing in character, 
taste, and traditional customs. 

The cattle plague or rinderpest haring 
disappeared in Europe, he advocates the 
repeal or modification of the law prohib- 
iting the importation of cattle. 

It suggests the compensation by law 
for the Commissioners of Agriculture in 
entirely inadequate, and recommends an 
increase of the same. 

The distribution of plants, from the ex- 
perimental and propagating gardens from 
January 1 to May 6, 1867, amounted to 
52,123, reaching every State and territo- 
ry in the country, l he articles have con- 
sisted mainly of the smaller variety of 
fruits, of which the grape has been in 
large proportion. The main purposo of 
the garden, that of testing the respective 
merits ot new varieliea, is still kept strict- 
ly in view, aud ail new varieties are pro- 
cured as early as practicable, and the 
knowledge gamed concerning them em- 
bodied in the department reports 

Tbe department building having been 
located upon the reservation now used as 
an experimental farm, an arrangement of 
the grounds in a manner more in keeping 
with the surroundings and new improve- 
ments becomes necessary. As a farm, it 
has long been evident that the areaia al- 
together too limited tor the requirements 
of the nation: seeds become intermixed, 
and the products consequently are un- 
reliable. He therefore suggests that the 
reservation be devoted to the purpose of 
forming an Arboretum Americanum, or 
grand national arboretum, where the iia- 
equaled arboreal wealth of the country 
may be collected and planted in accor- 
dance with a strict botanical system, and 
at the same time exhibit tbe highest de- 
gree of landscape effect. This has long 
been a desideratum with scientific men 
here, as well as in foreign countries, 
and its importance has very frequently 
been impressed upon the department. 

As the experimental farm tests of seeds, 
of cereals aad garden vegetables, both 
foreign and domestic, have been success- 
fully coaunued, though the area cultiva- 
ted is quite too limited for the best 
results 

Of tbe 676 varieties included in the ex- 
periments there were 43 of winter wheat, 
66 of spring wheat, 5 of winter rye, 16 of 
spring rye, 21 of barley, 20 of oats, 10 of 
corn, 29 of grass seeds, 37 of sorghum, 9 
of sugar beets. 35 of peas, 26 of sweet po- 
tatoes, and 27 of melons. The spriug 
wheat was a failure almost necessarily in 
this climate. Tests should be made in the 
North and Northwest. Tbe winter wheat 
was prostrated by storms late in the 
spring. The New Brunswick oats at- 
tained the best resnlts — 3 bushels of 39 
pounds. The greatest yield of rye was at 
the rate of 42 bushels of 58 pounds. 

Of the 36 varieties of potatoes, includ- 
ing the most noted and popular of this 
country aud Europe, the results of Last 
year are substantially repeated. Those 
standing highest were the Goodrich, Oro- 
no, and Samaritan. This season the Sa- 
maritan drops to sixth on the list in point 
of productiveness, aud the first three are 
the Goodrich, Orono, and Colehrook reed- 
lings, yielding at the rate of three hnn- 
dred r.usbela per acre 

In the chemical laboratory 
partment, analyses and tea ts have been 
constantly made to ascertain the valne 
prd. utility of various products, fertilizers, 
minerals, and fibres, the benefits of which 
country are reaping. Correspondence 
has been held, and information and advise 
given on making sugar from sorghum. 
Attention has been given to a solution of 
tbe question as to the extent of t- rr ory 
of the Uuited States in which tLe iugar 
beet may be grown for the manufacture 
of sugar, and in what respects the cli- 
matic peculiarities of the country, be- 
tween 35 deg. and 43 deg. north latitude, 
compare with the beet-growing district* 
cf Northern Europe. 

The new building for the use of the De- 
partment is progressing rapidly, aud is 
now ready for the roof. The promptness 
and energy with which tbe contractor ha* 
thus far progressed with the work warrant 
tbe confident belief that it will be com- 
pleted under the terms of the contract and 
within the appropriation, by the first day 
of Mar- b, or very soon thereafter. 

Further appropriations will be necessa- 
ry for heart's, furnishing fixtures, and 
grading of grounds gnd walks around the 
buildiug, the cost of which has lean submit- 
ted in the estimates tor the expenses of the 
department for the- next fiscal year, and 
will be dnly presented to Coagrea* for con- 
sideration. 

The Glover Mnseum has been purchased 
and dnly transferred to the government. 
There has been expended oat ot the ap- 
propriation for the current fiscal year 
sixty live thousand one hnadred and 
eighteen dollars, leaving a balance of on* 
hundred and thirteen thouaoad nine hun- 
dred and twodollars to meet the demand fbr 
the remainder of the year, which is con- 
sidered sufficient for the purpose.

Fortunately no 
serious injury was sustained, owing to tbe 
prompt aud efficacious assistance render- 
ed by the mother. Mothers should take 
warning and not permit their infant child- 
ren to remain alone iu a room where they 
are exposed to the terrible element of fire. 

Death by Sleep Walxing. — .4 Somnam- 
bulist Drowned . — Last night about six 
o'clock, Esquire Sweet was called upon to 
bold an inquest on the body of a woman 
found in tbe river, opposite the Peoria j 
and Bureau Valley railroad shops, by ' 
some boys who were out skating. They 
first saw her clothing and hair frozen fast 
in the ice, and, procuring assistance, they 
brought the body to land. The body was 
font-d about lour o’clock, by Walter kehue, 
Richard Salt, Albert Winer, and Richard 
Smith, aud proved to be that of Mrs. 
Remle. 

It was found on the inquest that she was 
addicted to walking in her sleep, and it is 
supposed that she arose when in that con- 
dition and walked out upon the ice, as she 
lived near tbe river, and that she may have 
been driven by the wind, which was blow 
ing at the time with great fury, into th* 
water off' of the ice, though of course 
nothing can be known in relation to this 
part of tbe Bad occurrence. She was 
missed by her children sometime in the 
night, and, when they failed to find her, 
they went to Mr. Refer JJluml/*, with 
w hom they were acquainted, and told their 
tale. They are six and eight years old 
respectively, aud are now at Mr. Blumb's. 
Search was made, but nothing was heard 
of her until the discovery of the body a* 
above related. 

Mrs. Kenile was abont forty-five years 
old, and was the widow of the man who 
was said to heve died of cholera one year 
ago last summer. It will be recollected 
ss the only case which occurred. He bad 
worked for Auber A Son, brewers. These 
gentlemen took charge of the body, and 
will see it respectably buried. We did not 
learn whether tho family has relations in 
this country or not. They were Swedes 
by birth, aud both parents are represented 
to have been industrious and respectable.

Next he slowly and coolly pro- 
ceeded to hang himself to a hugs nail 
which he had driven iuto the wall, drink- 
ing while he was making his preparations 
no less than fifteen glasses of rum. Then, 
standing face to face before the pinioned 
snfferer, he kicked away the stool beneath 
him, and was duly strangled, his victim 
being compelled, as in a hideous night- 
mare. helplessly to witness the convulsions 
of his limbs and the distortion of his 
features. At last the woman contrived 
to liberate herself from her bonds, and 
htr shrieks brought up the neighbors aud 
the police. The man was dead.

Singular Occurring*. — T he Barnstable 
Patriot relates a singular occurrence at the 
Highland Lighthouse ou the evening of 
November 22. Soon after nine o’clock the 
keeper was startled by a deafening crash, 
as ot a loaded gun fired on a mass of glass. 
1- or a moment it seemed as if the tower 
itself must have burst asunder. On further 
examination it was discovered that a pane 
of glass, thirty-six inches by twenty-tour, 
and half an inch thick, had been shattered 
into a thousand pieces, though not broken 
entirely through, as by a heavy blow on the 
outside. On going to the ground the mys- 
tery was explained by finding three large 
black ducks lying dead under the broken 
pane, one of them with its neck broken in 
several places, its breast split open the 
whole length, and the bones crushed to 
atoms, such was the destructive force with 
which the bird had been propelled against 
the window in its flight across the bay in 
the night. 

Krupp, the steel king of Prussia, has 
within the past forty years built up what 
is in effect a town by itself as his work- 
shop. He empleya 10,000 workmen; add 
to them their wires and children, and 
there is already a respectable population. 
Last year he turned out 62,500 tons of 
cast steel, valued at $7,500,000, and in- 
volving a daily consumption of 1,000 tons 
of coal Of guns alone he has delivered 
3,500 altogether, valued at $5,250,000. 

Miss Susan Treston, of Kenosha. Wis- 
cou, has obtained judgment against the 
city for $4,000 for damages received by 
her when eight years old, in consequence 
of an imperfection of one of the sidewalks. 
Miss Treston is now a young lady.

We had hoped that the unnatural crime 
of unmerciful child-beating was confined 
lo other localities than ours. Th# brutish 
practice of murdering the young innocents 
with the torture of the lash and the thong, 
with the details of w-hich the press of the 
country has teemed for a year past, we 
thought was confined to the colder hearts 
of colder climates than this. But ou yes- 
terday morning we had n specimen of this 
bt-astial fiendisbness in our Police Court. 
A brute named Willis Beasly, and his 
wife, have in their possession a child, not 
their own, winch they have been in the 
habit of beuting most unmercifully, if tbe 
testimony of their neighbors and the wan 
appearance of the little sufferer can be 
relied ob as evidence. Late on Monday 
night the screams aud tpoans of the child 
atti acted the attention of Beasley s im- 
mediate neighbors, and it was soon discov- 
ered that the monster was applying the 
torture with more than usual severity' and 
barbarity. Complaint was at once made 
to the police headquarters, and Beasly 
was promptly arrested. He and his per- 
secuted little victim were before the Po- 
lice Coiut yesterday morning. The proof 
of his guilt was conclusive aud unmistak- 
able, and he was fined the extent of the 
law, $50 and costs. The fine was not 
paid, and Beasly will, it is said, have to 
work out the penalty of his cruelty in the 
work-house .
